The indiscretiouti (to cmplt)}' the ve- 
ry mildest term) of the (rovonmieiit 
organ compel n reeiirrance oftliis pain- 
ful subject and a nearer approxi- 
niation to the funelions of the 
"twelve geutleinou of the jury" 
thim might, under other circumstiiueeH, 
Beem altogether juHtilial)lo in a jiiiblic 
journalist. The rule that the [irits.s 
Bhall, as far an possibli>, refr;i,in horn 
comiueutiug upon nu xnitriud cause in 
such maaner as to prejudice that oaune 
in the public miud is doubtless a good 
one, one \vhi<'h we have ovorv desires 
to respect and ol)servo. lint, as tliero 
are said io ho exceptions to most rules, 
there may be circumstnuccs under wliii h 
the lutoi usLs oi the public and the ends 
of justice not only justify but demand 
a dejjariure from this very excellent 
rule. Tlia present instance would seem 
to be one of these exceptions. Ou the 
29th ult. the killing took ])laco. On 
the 6th inst. ib -was known hero; and 
yet we have reached the 17tb ; and jus- 
tice still sleeps! The very first sto]i 
should have been "susponsioji;" and 
that ouj^ht to have been taken without 
either hesitation or delay. The very 
idea of one who lies under the charge 
of a double homicide, who, hinaself.ad- 
mita the killing, iDcing permitted dur- 
ing these two weeks to excorciso the 
functions of an important pr.blic oflico, 
must be utterly revolting to every Bri- 
ton's sense of justice and ducoucy. It 
is no answer to assert that the killing 
was justifiable. Is it for the homicide 
Mmself to bo the judge? Shall the or- 
gan of the Government be constituted 
judge and jury to try the case, and 
pronounce it "Justihablo FTomicide?" 
Such ia the exchisive fvuiction of 
a duly constituted judicial tribu- 
nal; and our contemporary has 
been guilty of flagrant impro- 
priety and has outraged the 
Christian sentiment of this community 
by prejudging the case and pn-onoune- 
ing it not only one of ''served him 
right," but one of the luost commend- 
able and praisewoithy "pluck." For 
our own part, we have neither pro- 
nounced it the one thing nor the otlier, 
but have carefully conlinod ourselves 
to demanding that the i)ro])er stt^ps 
shall be taken without any uiuiecess- 
ary delay in order that the ca.se may be 
submitted to the only proper U st. It 
would have been just as competent and 
proper for us to have pronouiured it a 
"cowardly murder" as for our contem- 
porary to liavo characlerizeil Iho act as 
it has; but wo have most carefully ab- 
stained from pronouncing any <)[jiiiion 
upon the merits of the case. The charge 
of having endca\orod to "projudieo the 
public mind against a geutlenjan hol- 
ding a high and responsibln public 
trust," we, therefore, hurl buck in the 
teeth of its author, as wo treat with si- 
lent contemjjt the base imputations of 
being actuated by uinvorthy motives. 
What have motives to dcjwitli this dis- 
cussion. The public will oidy he con- 
cerned with the great ])rii]ciples and 
iinportantissuea involved, .'indyetitoc!- 
curs to us to remark that our contem- 
porary should bo the last to imputn 
improper motives. How is its own 
position in roH2)ect to this most unhap- 
py affair to be exi)lai]icd. To talk 
about our being actuated by vindictive 
feelings towards Mr. Sullivan is the 
verriost nonnaeiise. In the Ih-.st place, it 
is not so. In the aecoiul phvco, if, as we 
afo axious to believe, the killing was jus- 
tdilable, those are his truest friends that 
urge his trial most; for assuredly none 
should desire lucro than lie an opj)oi-tuin- 
ty of proving it so. Aadyot, after all, it 
ia scarcely surprising that a journal tliat 
mado heroen one of the Oommnnijitio de- 
mons of Paris who revelled in the hlood of 
helpless -women and inoffeuaivo Bishops 
and Priests should have discovered in the 
East Coast homicide all that is noble and 
commeudnhlo. Thft talk iiliout the salu- 
tary lo.saon tills all'iiir will i)i'o\-e to tho 
native tribes is to e.vliihit an amount of 
ignorance respecting Indian character one 
would Hcarcoly have expected to meet 
with even in our ootemporary. It is not 
true that tho Attoruoy-Oonfual has in- 
formed tho proi)i-int()i- of this journal that 
the case .'diall bo brought to trial. But 
oven if it were true, how mnuh bftttor 
would that make matters V ]\Ir. Hullivaii 
has not been brought to trial. lie is still 
left to exercise tho functions of bis oflico, 
and is tho olioson associate of Ministor.s, 
although his hands are rod with an uiitri- 
od homicide which, for anvthing the pub'ic 
can posHibly know, may tiu'a out to be 
liujtor.n! It is u(jt i)romi.s(M and procra:^- 
tination thu public demand. Tbe or{j;an 
has a. groat deal to say about Mr. Hiiliivan 
being a "geutloniau" holding a "high 
and responsible position." \Vhat does all 
this mean ? Are we to understand that 
such circumstances ns these entitle tho 
man to enjoy iiinnunily from the ile- 
iniinds luiil iixij.;oiii'e.-i of jiiisticiiV 'I'lie 
trodilesH of duslico i.^^ generally rciirortent- 
(■(1 as lilind ; but it wimid really seoni as 
if, ill this country, alio had one aye ojxMi 
f jr oiUcialdoml la it ijcssiblo tha', under 
the regime of a "People's (loverumont," 
there is to be onelaw fortho "gnntlenian " 
in ollioo, and another for tliu poor man 
out of oilloo? AYe were abvayii led to Ije- 
liovo that one of the glories of Britinh 
justice was that it knew no diirorenco 
twixt lord and peasant, fhit //m-c wo 
British law here ? That is ivhat tlie iieo- 
plo are cqncevnod to know, 'i'o tho act of 
the Go^ornraout iu (lisiiatciiiiig a "gun- 
boat up the coast to iiiiiiio fall (■ii(|uiry in- 
to the niatlor" wo attach little iiiip(.)rtaiu'o. 
Tho most it can amount to i.s rniihttiiig 
either tlioProvinoe ortho Uominion in a 
oonsidorablo espondituro. Tho only 
proper way of cucpiiring into tho matter 
IS ib have all the partioK who wore pre- 
sent at tho killing iirou'dit before a legal 
tribunal. Tlioyaroall in this oily now, 
with the ovtieptioii of the two widowed 
squaws, and it surely iiouds no gunboat 
to fetoh thorn. There are members of the 
tribe here uow, wlxo fvould perform that 



ofllcQ vorv quickly and gladly, woro tho 
object pro[i[irly explained to them. If 
tho real object of tho Executive is to gaiu 
time and hush tho matter up, tho oourao 
takonistho right one. "But they dare not 
delay much longer! Tho people demand 
jiistieo, auil are in no teiiiiier to be put off 
witii a more pretense of it!

ALIENS IN mUTISlI COLUiriUA. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell moved the se- 
oOjpd readinjr, of the bill respecting 
aliens iii' Bntiah'' Columbia 'nnd Mani- 
toba. Ho said this bill wiis suggt'sted 
to the GovcrHiuciit of the Dominion by 
tho Govcriunonl of liritisli Columbia". 
It Hocnis that in that Pr,)vinco they have 
un Act respecting aliciiis and naluriili- 
zation, iionnitting of naturalization by 
R year's rosulonce. The period in tl e 
rust for the Dominion is tlireo yoiira. 
They desire lu Hritislijt Jolunibia the ex- 
tension of the Dominion law to that 
Province, but not tliat any persons 
now liv ing there should bo provcnted 
acuniring the rights of naturalization 
and citizunsliip upon ono year's rosi- 
Jencu. Tho Bill would continuo that 
privilege to present residents ,l)uttlios(i 
going tiiithor afterwards will lull under 
tlio ordinary laws of tho Dominion on 
this subject. It would bo tho same 
thing iis resjicets Manitoba. 

Hon. Jlr. Cair;d! said lie would cer- 
tainly olt'er no objection. Ho would di- 
rect attention to onofeutiiro of tho pre- 
sent law deserving of notice. Naturali- 
zation pa[icrs could only be taken out 
during the sessions of tlio Supremo 
Court. 1 {(' wi iiihl lik'e to know the 
Can;i'li;ui i'acilit ICS. w hi'llier a ])erH'..rn 
(;ouKl not lake the oath of allegiance at 
any time before soiue easily accH"'ssible 
Court or Magistrate, having fuUillcd 
tho comlitions of residence. Ho had al- 
ways looked upon the British Columbia 
law as cumbcisoiiio, as regards the tri- 
bunal appointed for the oath. JIou 
lived faster tlu're than in Canada, ono 
year bi'ing a longer period th;iu three 
111 the Easlerii Proviuees. (Laugiitor. ) 
Ho objected to tho present facilities of 
British Columbia as inadequate, costly 
and productive of (.front inconvrnioiico 
in the case of settlers living; at inagni- 
ticeiit distance's from the court. 

Hon. Mr. Cani[)b-,>11 explained the 
law of tiio I'lasteni part of the Domin- 
ion requiring tho oath to be taken be- 
fore a Ivecorder, a Justice of the peace 
or in one of thi' inferior courts, with a 
view to tho ]]rosorvation of evidence of 
tho fact for ubo in future in certain 
cases, including tho transmission of 
lirojierty. If evidence were not kept 
it might bo dillieultto ascertain Kubse- 
([uently wlietlior the oath lunl been ta- 
ken by the (..'ourt of l,)narter Se.isioiis, 
or the circuit court uf Dritish CoUinibia. 
Ho did not know whether such an im- 
provement as the hon. gentleman 
might think advisable could be made. 
Ho (Mr. Campbell) believed there was 
no Court of Quarter Sessions in that 
Province. 

Flon . Mr. Carrall said there were no 
County Courts. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell said if any as- 
sistance could be rendered by the hon. 
gentleman in devising an improvement 
by this means, he should be most huji- 
py to co-oporate with him. Tho bill 
reipiired a person to appear before the 
Suifrenie Court, where it should be 
iiiailo a record that ho had become a 
British subject. 

Hon. ;Mr. Carrall said he would ro- 
< onirnond tho use of other tribunals 
tlian the Supremo Court, which met 
only twice a year, and wouhl require 
long and ditlicult jouriieys on the part 
of many seeking naturalization papers. 
He would bo glad to give all facilities 
to the extension of tlio H'gia of British 
citizoiiHhi|) over willing individuals. 

Hon. Mr. Diclicy agreed with tho 
lion. Soniitor from britisli Cohnnbia, 
thatiiistea.l of creating any obstacles lo 
tho assumption of British allegiance 
by new comers, it should be made us 
easy as possible. He could not un- 
derstand why in a now country, to 
wliiidi tlioy desired to attract eiuini- 
graiils or strangers, dilliculties should 
bo placed in the way uf Prcmelimou, 
Germans or Americans entering it and 
making it their home. (Hear, hear.)Ho 
tliouglit one year's resiihuico should 
suflico for tho whole Dominion. 

lion, ]\Ir. Carrall suggested such 
amendniouts as niigdit enable any per- 
Hoii, lit anytime, to become natural- 
ized. He thought we should learn 
from tho Americans, wlio gave every 
oncourngeineut to aliens in this matter. 

Hon. Mr. Caini)bell said tlu'V rcipiir- 
ed tlirec! yours, residcnico. An alien, 
after a vmy sliort time, by a declara- 
tion of his intention to bcc:ome a citi- 
zen was iinmodiateJy clothed with all 
the attributes of citizenship, though 
perliapK ho was not eligible for oflico. 
Thu Americans were soniewliat in ad- 
vnncG of ua in this respect. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell would be happy 
to confer with the hon. geiitknnaii vvitii 
a view to any desirable, amendments. 
Tlu! Hubjecl of the value to bo given an 
alien's declaration of intention to be- 
come a citizen of tlu; iMiipire, and the 
point of the proper period of residence 
had been considered by the Govern- 
nient bofore, and with reference to 
Manitoba also. His own opinion hud 
been that one year was enough, but 
liis colleagues thought tiiree years was 
required. It was siiggesti'd that as wo 
were ac(]uiring a very large t(U-ritory 
in tuo Northwest, the qualilication of 
ono year's residence might attract many 
jiorsons from other places, wlio might 
abuso the jirivilegn and Htrive to make 
another Te.\.as of the country for tlio 
beiiellt of foreigners; and I hat intending 
(utizeus would not feel it a hard.ship to 
bo reqnired' to. reside three years in tho 
country.' ' X^drlidinont hold the same 
opinion, Ho quite agreed that all 
roasonnblo facilities siioiild be granted 
thoso desirous of becoming subjects of 
the Crown, and that if thin could 1)(> 
achieved by tlie use of ad(|il,i(uial 
Courts for tho adiniuistnition of the 
oath, with tho view toniMnu ing proper 
ovi(liiuen, fur tho pur[i(iS(i of tlio di;- 
H(!on|, of properly, tins nieuus should 
bo turned to iidvantago. Ho was in 
favor of all posHiblo improvonHint in 
this rospoot and would receive tho us- 



sistance of tho Senator from Briti.sh 
Columbia with a groat deal of pleas- 
uro. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall said ho would bo 
luippy to afford all the assistance in 

his power. 

After some furllier rcinarlcs by the 
Hon. Mr. Dickey in explanation of the 
know-nothing origin of thn.'e years 
condition in tlio United SLiiti'slav,", and 
in favor uf tho amendment the motion 
was caiiied.
